serving death, and that they and each of them 
be, whenever captured, reserved for execu- 
tion.” It further makes provision for the dispo- 
sition of private soldiers taken prisoners,of ne- 
gro slaves captured fin arms, and of officers 
found serving in company with said, slaves, 
The whole proclamation has a special appli- 
cation to the case and.rule of Gen. Burizs, 
but there’aré points in it which make its ap-, 
plication in some respects general to the con- 
duct of the war. 

The main object of issuing the proclamation 
at this moment is very obvious, and is even 
distinctly stated on the face of it, It is a proc- 
lamation to prevent a. proclamation. It is 
simply to deter and ‘terrify President Lincouw

“On the morning of (he 4th Atpril last.” says the 
report, “‘ and immediately after the action with Forts 
Jackson and St. Philip, and the destraction of the 
rebel fleet, Admiral F anzacour, having determined to 
take military possession of the City of New-Orleans 
until the arrival of the troops of the United States 
Army under Gen. Burizr’s command, a battalion of 
United States marines, under my command, about 250 
strong, were. disembarked from the fleet on the 20th 
of April last, and marched to the Custom-house, 
where I detailed Capt. Ataw Ramsar, with a detach- 
ment of marines, to occupy the Custom-house, and 
guard the: United States flag, then about to be hoisted 
on the building. 

At this junctare, the marines were joined by. two 
howitzers, manned by seamen, in charge of Midship- 
men J, H. Rzap and E, C, Haxztrnm, from the flag- 
ship Hartford. . After occupying the Custom-houge, I 
received orders from Commodore H. H. But, senior 
officer present, to march the marines to the City Hail, 
a distance of about b&if a mile from the vessels of our 
fieet, and near the centre of the city. On erriving at 
the City Hall, I directed Lieut. Jou’ C, Hanam, with 
@ guard of marines, te, occupy the building and en- 
force order there while the revel flag was being 
hauled down from the flagstaff on the City Hail, 

After performing this duty, the marines were 
marched to the place of embarkation, and returned 
to the fleet, except the marines quartered in the Cus-
